Arrangements for the Ex 
position Building.

P rogram m e for th e E x ercises to be 
H eld in L os A n geles— O ilier 
In te r e s tin g N ew s. 


The Industrial Exposition project be 
gins to take form and shape. 
A m eeting 
of th e citizens waa held yesterday after­ 
noon at the rooms of th e Chamber of 
Commerce, at which a large num ber of 
prominent 
business 
m en and active 
spirits were present, and tho plans was 
subjecled to a close examination and 
a 
vigorous 
discussion 
for 
several 
hours. 
At 
the 
end, 
the 
general 
sentim ent 
appeared 
to 
be that the 
schem e would undoubtedly carry, that 
people could be fonnd who would be 
ready to come forward and subscrioe 
the am ount needed for the undertaking, 
and 7h it the exposition, when once un­ 
der n a y , would be well patronized. 
A coi/wnittee appointed for the purpose 
is about to issue a prospectus, in which 
the advantages of the plan are to be set 
forth for the edification of the public. 
During the next few weeks the solicitors 
for the Board of Managers will visit the 
business m en and capitalists of the city, 
and the plan will be subjected to its last 
test. 
From the tenor of the meeting 
there is no doubt that the m oney will be 
easily raised. 
The m eeting was called to order by E. 
E . H ughes. 
H e aeked E . F. Spence to 
preside, and M. R. H iggins was chosen 
Hecretary. 
At the request of the chair­ 
man Mr. H igginH read from the by-laws 
of the corporation the objects for which 
the Industrial Exposition had come into 
existence. 
Mr. H ughes, who has from the first 
been one of the m ost active workers in 
the affair, and 1s at present the President 
of the corporation, was called upon: 
1 The resources of this State,” said he, 
are very great, and, if m eans could 
be 
found 
to 
successfully 
exhibit 
then to the people at large it wonld 
-greatly hasten the day of our prosperity. 
There is an opportunity presented in this 
section for an unusual diversity of inter­ 
ests, and som e plan ougbt to be devised 
to help stim ulate effort in the direction 
of producing a greater variety of indus­ 
tries.” 
H e referred to a number of co­ 
related subjects, such as art and music, 
which could be included in the exposi­ 
tion of the progress of the section. 
The 
advantages to the city from the number 
of visitors who would come to see the ex­ 
position were outlined, and suggestions 
offered by the BDeaker as to the methods 
to be used in gaining the confidence and 
enthusiastic interest of the people. 
Colonel Flournoy, who had been asked 
to give some idea ab to success which 
had attended tne St. Louis exposition, 
said that, though h e was net prepared 
w ith definite figures, he conld unhesitat­ 
ingly affirm that net bing which had hap­ 
pened in 8t. Louis for a quarter of it cen­ 
tury had contributed so greatly to its 
growth and prosperity as the exposition 
held there. 
The speaker had been per­ 
sonally acquainted with the projectors of 
the schem e there and had thought that 
they were working on too large a scale. 
But the outcome proved what a success 
could be made of such a plan. 
They 
had a building covering over a block and 
a half. 
This building had been paid for, 
and the company had made m oney every 
year. 
Colonel Flournoy believed that 
nothing conld contribute so much to the 
imm ediate prosperity of this section ao 
just such an exposition as was outlined. 
Mr. R. E . H oyt responded to a call 
from the C haiim an, and said that he 
knew what sort of a success had been 
m ade out of the plan in Chicago and iu 
M inneapolis, and he believed that the 
sam e sort of a success could be made 
here. 
At Denver the plan had failed, 
but the reason was very evident. 
Thera 
was a real estate schem e m ixed up with 
it, and the building was put way out of 
tow n. The need for instruction in the 
m atter of the products of thesectioD, was 
not confined to visitors from the East. 
M any of the citizens conld learn much 
from such an exposition, and think bet­ 
ter of their city and their section when 
they came to more fully appreciate its 
boundless resources. 
Mr. Spence said he wanted to intro­ 
duce a m odest young m an, who was not 
very well known here, and he asked 
Mayor Hazard to come to the front, Mr. 
Hazard said that he had had some bitter 
experience in the former schem es of this 
sort. H e had seen one which was quite 
promising fail sim ply because an unfor­ 
tunate locality was choBen for the build­ 
ing. 
H e thought that the building ought 
ceitiin ly 
to 
be 
erected 
near the 
center of the city. 
Of course it would 
be to his advantage, as one of the owners 
of the Pavilion, to have the building 
further out, but he wanted the schem e to 
be a success. 
Inquiry being made as to whether the 
stock was now on the market, Major E. 
YV. Jones said the purpose of the m eet­ 
ing was to bear from the citizens on the 
Bubject, and if the plan m et with public 
approval, the itock would be immedi­ 
ately offered for sale. 
Judge W ells said that he believed that 
the shortest way to get an expression of 
the opinion of those present was by a 
vote, and he moved that the meeting 
heartily endorse the plan as set forth 
by 
the 
Board 
of Directors. 
Before 
patting the motion the Chairman said, 
that, in his opinion, 
nothing could 
contribute so largely to the progress of 
Southern California as the establishment 
and the successful carrying out of this 
plan, but it m ust have the hearty co­ 
operation of every citizen. 
The motion 
was carried unanimously. 
Mr. Robinson, the Vice President of 
the cable car system of Loe Angeles, 
was called upon. 
He said that he had 
had no little experience in England and 
Chicago with expositions of this char­ 
acter. and was firmly of the opinion that 
the plan could be carried out successfully 
in 
Los 
Angeles. 
H e 
believed 
in 
a 
central 
location, 
but 
the 
building ought 
not to be cramped. 
There was a brilliant fntnre in store for 
this section and for Los Angeles City, 
and the proposed exposition would help 
to let the whole country know that fact. 
Prof. Ivers, who was called upon by 
Mr. H ughes, detailed his idea of what 
such an exposition should be like. 
G. M. Sm ith, recently of Jacksonville, 
Florida, narrated what had been accom- 
pllshsd in that city through the energy 


of one m an. 
There was e v e r y ______ 
why a m agnificent success should be a t­ 
tained here, where there is so m nch 
more to exhibit, and a better territory to 
drow from. 
Mr. J. B . Lankershim referred to the 
M echanics’ Fair at San Francisco, which 
was starfel tw enty-seven years ago,w hen 
that city waa m uch sm aller than Los A n ­ 
geles is now. 
It had been a great su c­ 
cess. There was no reason why a sim ilar 
result should not be attained here. 
E. A. Forrester spoke in behalf of the 
committee which had the matter of the 
site in band, that they did not propose to 
be influenced by any real estate schem er. 
They wished to find a piece of ground 
arge enough and as near the center of 
the city aa is possible. 
Charles Forman Baid that the assets oi 
the San Francisco M echanics’ Fair Com ­ 
pany were said to be over a million doL­ 
lars. 
H e thought that, as a plain 
m atter of business, no difficulty would 
be experienced in raising the necessary 
am ount in this city. 
Mr. M ullen, of the firm of M ullen, 
Bluet' & Com pany, spoke of the success 
which ha^j com e t ) a similar effort in 
M ilwaukee, and of the advantages which 
had come to that city through its annual 
exDosition. 
It was decided by a motion that the 
directors of the Association be requested 
to appoint a com m ittee to solicit sub­ 
scriptions to the stock. 
A num ber of 
gentlem en cam e forward im m ediately 
and put dow n their nam es for a share, 
many of them promising to raise the sub­ 
scription as soon as they were better pre­ 
pared to m ake a decision in the matter.

CENTENNIAL. 
The Inaugural of President 
Washington. 


©OK EARLY POLITICAL HISTOBY. 


The Progress of The Pother of His 
Country—His Arrival at New 
York and Ina. ..oration. 


The political lite of the United States 
is divided into three periods, that of the 
Revolutionary Government, the Con­ 
federation and that ot the Federal Con­ 
stitution. which still controls, alter hav­ 
ing been eocceesfnlly tried tor one hun­ 
dred years. To-day will be the centen­ 
nial anniversary ot the inauguration ol 
George Washington a, the firet Constitu­ 
tion President ot the United States. The 
great event took place in the city ot New 
York, and the celebration of this one 
hundrvth year will be observed in that 
city, with pageants and ceremonies that 
will be in keeping with the immense 
importance of the event commem 
orated. 
. 
The weakness of the Confederation of 
the original States, which preceded the 
adoption of the Constitution, was patent 
ta all. The power of the Confederacy 
waa not acknowledged by the States, its 
Congress was not respected by the peo­ 
ple , 
its 
requisitions 
were 
dis­ 
regarded, 
foreign 
trade could not 
he successfully regulated ; foreign nations 
refused to bind themselves by commer­ 
cial treaties, and there was a rapid 
growth of very dangerous business rival­ 
ries and jealousies between the several 
States. Instead of general respect for 
the law, there was almost general disre­ 
gard of it on the part of the different 
Legislative bodies, and the people were 
not slow in imitating their representa 
tives. 
Civil strife tecam e imminent 
and Shay’s rebellion in Maseachueett, 
was a manifestation of the spirit of in­ 
subordination which was abroad in the 
land. 
Under theee circumstances the consti 
tution convention met in Philadelphia in 
May, 1787. That body formulated the 
present Constitution, sent it to Congress, 
and it was then submitted to the several 
Bfate legislatures for approval. The act 
submitting it provided that if it should 
be ratified by nine of the thirteen States, 
it should be binding on those ratifying 
the same. 
Here orginated the custom 
which has since passed into law, that 
amend mentí to the Federal Constitution, 
if approved by three-fourths of the Statep, 
shall be bindiDg upon all. The instrument 
was ratified by eleven of the thirteen 
States prior to W ashington's inaugura­ 
tion as President, the two others—North 
Carolina and Rhode Island—approving 
of it afterwards. The Electors for Presi­ 
dent and VicfrPrenident were voted for 
in the winter of 1788-9, by order of the 
Continental Congress, and it was ar­ 
ranged that the new Government should 
be inaugurated on March 4th, 1789; but 
a delay in assembling the requisite num­ 
ber of members of the new Congress 
caused the inauguratien of Washington 
—who had been chosen by the Electors 
—to be deferred until the 30th of April 
1789- 
_ 
. 
In the course of W ashington’s progress 
from his home in Virginia to New York 
to be inaugurated the first President of 
the Republic, he was greeted by the 
people everywhere with the most extra­ 
ordinary demonstrations of respect. In 
those days the only means of locomotion 
was by carriage or on horseback, over 
poor roads, and the progress was neces­ 
sarily slow. It took Washington and his 
party ten days to travel over the 
road to New York which Harrison 
accomplished 
yesterday in a few 
hours. Borne of the incidents in 
the itinerary of the first President, are 
striking and interesting. We shall re­ 
late the most striking one. When he 
reached Trenton, historical ground in the 
revolution, the ladies of that town had 
arranged a most beautiful and touching 
reception. In those days, as now, noth­ 
ing could be a complete success in which 
they did not share. They selected the 
bridge over the AssuDpink creek as the 
£ 
lace to make a grand demonstration in 
onor of the President-elect, thus to 
show their appreciation of his noble 
deeds and the love which the whole 
country felt for its great deliverer. At 
this bridge Washington had captured e 
body of Hessian mercenaries under Ool. 
Rail, who had done all that bold, bad 
men could do to injure the good people 
of New Jersey. On thia very spot he had 
withstood for hours the advance of the 
British and afterwards had performed 
one of the masterly movements of the 
war. Djring theee ev.-n f ll two weeks, 
he had nearly freed the entire State of 
an insolent foe. In grateful memory of 
the successful issue of the Revolutionary 
Btruggle the iadies prepared for W ash­ 
ington a reception which was peculiar in 
the good teste displayed, and which cer­ 
tainly was intensely gratifying to him. 
As General Washington came to the 
high ground at Mill Hill, some two hun­ 
dred yards below the creek, a beautiful 
triumphial arch appeared. But as be 
passed through the archway a still mere 
lovely sight greeted him. On one side of 
the arch etood pix beautiful little girls, 
dressed iu white, eich carrying a basket 
of fresh flowers. 
Just opposite were 
thirteen blushing maidens, the belles of 
Trenton, also bearing baskets of flowers. 
They represented the thirteen States, 
and when George looked at them he was 
glad he had come. Those young ladies 
were the Misees Eleanor Armstrong, 
Elizabeth Borden, Elizabeth CadwaUder, 
Catharine Calhoun, Esther Cox, Mary 
Cox, Mary Dickinson, Maria Furman, 
Mary Keen, Mary Lowrey, Maria Mer­ 
edith, Sarah Moore and Margaret Tale. 
Tue six sweet little girls have also e 
5 
lace in history. They were Sarah Aairy 
sniima Broadhurst, Sarah Collins, Sarah 
How, Sarah B. Howell and Elizabeth 
M ilnor. Behind all these stood many 
m atrons of the town of Trenton and 
neighboring villages. 
As Washington entered the arch, the 
six little girls tegan to sing a beautiful 
ode, which had been written by Major 
Richard Howeli, and which, it is re­ 
corded. “ under the instruction of the 
Rev. Jam es F. Armstrong, they p er 
formed with exquisite sweetness." 
Washington paused while the singing 
was g ling on, and as the young ladies be­ 
gan m e last two lines they strewed his 
pHtli say with flowers. Then the 
wbit-i horse paced slowly on, and W ash­ 
ington lifted his hat repeatedly in re­ 
sponse to the most enthusiastic cheers, 
while tears coursed down hia cheeks. 
The old fellow could have stood bullets 
and bayoneta, but when pretiy gins with 
flowers and handsome matrons wbh 
grateful smilos surrounded him he was 
forced to “ weaken." And everybody 
t íooght the tears were manly and did 
him credit. 
After the party had pawed the archway 


the General and hie suit were conducted 
to 8amuel Henry’s City Tavern, on the 
southeast corner of State and W arren 
streets, where General Washington dined 
with the principal citisens of the place, 
and held a reception in the parlors of 
the inn. This quaint old tavern was in 
existence until quite recently. 
At every village and town on the road, 
Washington was m et by the people iu 
holiday attire and hailed as the founder 
of a new nation and the saviour of the 
Republic. W hen he reached Elizabeth 
town he was escorted on board a beauti­ 
fully decorated barge, and from thence 
was rowed to New York, where he 
landed, as Harrison landed yesterday, at 
the foot of W all street. He was 
escorted 
ta 
the 
buildiDg 
where 
the 
inauguration 
was

It 
was 
on 
the 
spot 
where the Sub-Treasury building now 
at the corner of Wall and Nassau 
streets. W hen tlfe oath of office had 
been delivered, he stepped out on the 
platform, and facing the multitude as­ 
sembled, delivered the following inaug­ 
ural address: 
washinoton’s inaugural. 
Among the vicissitudes incident to 
life, no event could have filled me with 
greater anxieties than that of which the 
notification was transmitted by your 
order, and received on the 14th day of 
the present month. On the one hand, I 
was summoned by my country, whose 
voice I can never hear but with venera­ 
tion and love, from a retreat which I had 
chotea with the fondest predilection, 
and, in my flattering hopes, with an im­ 
mutable decision, as the asylum of my 
declining years; a retreat which was 
rendered every day more necessary, as 
well as more dear to me, by the addition 
of habit to inclination, and by frequent 
interruptions in my health to the gradual 
waste committed on it by time. On the 
other hand, the magnitude and difficulty 
of the trust to which the voice of my 
country called me, being sufficient to 
waken in the wisest and moat experi­ 
enced of her citizens a distasteful scru­ 
tiny into bis qualifications, could not but 
overwhelm with despondency one who, 
inheriting inferior endowments from 
nature and unpracticed ia the duties of 
civil administration, ought to be pecu­ 
liarly conscious of his own deficiencies. 
In this conflict of emotions, all I dare 
aver is that it has been my faithful study 
to collect mv duty from a just apprecia­ 
tion of every circumstance by wnich it 
might be affected. All I dare hope is 
that if in executing this task I have been 
too much ewayed by a grateful remem­ 
brance of former instances or by an 
affectionate sensibility to this transcend­ 
ent proof of the confidence of my fellow- 
citizens, and have thence too little con­ 
sulted my iucapacity as well as disincli­ 
nation for the weighty and untried cares 
before me, my error will be palliated by 
t 16 motives which misled me, and its 
coneequences be judged by my country 
with some share of the partiality in 
which they originated. 
8uch being the 
impressions under which I have, in 
obedience to the public summons, re­ 
paired to the present station, it would be 
peculiarly improper to omit, in thiB first 
official act, my lervent supplications to 
thac Almighty Being who rules over the 
universe, who presides in the councils 
of nations, and whose providential 
aide can supply every hum an de­ 
fect, 
that 
hie 
benediction 
may 
consecrate to the liberties and the happi­ 
ness of the people of the United States, 
a Government instituted by themselves 
for these essential purposes, and may en­ 
able every instrument employed in its 
administration to execute with success 
the functions allotted to hie charge. In 
tendering this homage to the great Au­ 
thor of everv public aud private good, I 
assure myself that it expresses your seu- 
liments not less than my own ; nor those 
of my fellow-citizens at large less than 
neither. No people can be bound to ac 
knowledge and adore the invisible hand 
which conduits the affairs of men more 
than the people of the United States. 
Every step by which they have ad­ 
vanced to the character of an indepen­ 
dent nation seems to have been dis­ 
tinguished by io n e token of providen­ 
tial agency. And, in the important rev­ 
olution just accomplished, in the system 
of their united Government, and the 
tranquil deliberations and voluntary 
consent of so many distinct communities 
from which the event has resulted, can­ 
not be compared with the means by 
which moet Governments have been es­ 
tablished, without some return ;of pious 
grdt'tude, along with an humble antici­ 
pation of (be future blessings which the 
patt seem to presage. Thege refl ctions, 
arising out of the present crisis, have 
forced themselves too strongly on my 
mind to be suppressed. 
You will join 
with me, 1 trust, in thinking that there 
are none, unaer the influence of which 
the proceedings of a new and free Gov­ 
ernm ent can more auspiciously com­ 
mence. 
‘ By the article establishing the Exec­ 
utive Department it is made the duty of 
the President ‘to recommend to your con­ 
sideration such measures as he shall 
judge necessary and expidient.’ 
The 
circumstances under which I now meet 
you will acquit m e from entering into 
that subject further than to refer you to 
the great constitutional charter under 
which we are assembled; and which, in 
defining yonr powers, designates the ob­ 
jects to which your attention is to be 
given. 
It will be more consistent with 
these circumstances and far more con­ 
genial with the feelings which actuate 
me. to substitute ia place of a recommen­ 
dation of particular measures, the tribute 
that is due to the talents, the rectitude 
aud the patriotism which adorn the 
characters selected to devise and adopt 
them. In these honorable qualifications 
i behold the surest pledges that, ou one 
side, no local prejudices or attachments, 
no separate views or party animosities, 
will misdirect the comprehensive and 
equal eye which ought to watch over this 
grear. assemblage of communities and in­ 
terests ; so, on another, that the founda­ 
tions of our national policy will be laid in 
the pure and immutable principles of pri­ 
vate morality, aud that the pre-eminence 
of a free government be exemplified by 
all the attributes which can win the affec­ 
tions of its citizens and command the re- 
epect of the world. 
‘*1 dwell on this prospect with every sat­ 
isfaction which an ardent love for my 
country can inspire; since there is no 
tnith more thoroughly established than 
i hat there exists in the economy and 
course of nature au indissoluble union 
between virtue and happiness, between 
duty and advantage, between the genuine 
maxims of an honett and magnanimous 
policy, and the solid rewards of public 
prosperity and felicity; since we ought to 
be no less parsuaded that the propititious 
smiles of heaven can never be expected 
on a nation that disregards the eternal 
rules of order and right which heaven 
itself has ordained; and since the preser­ 
vation of the sacred fire of liberty, and 
the destiny of the Republican model of 
government, are justly considered as 
deeply, perhaps as finally, staked on the 
experiment intrusted to the hands of the 
American people. 
“ Besidee the ordinary objects sub­ 
mitted to your care, it will rem ain with 
your judgment to decide how far an ex­ 
ercise of the occasional power delegated 


by the fifth article of the Constitution is 
rendered expedient at the present junc­ 
ture by the nature of objections which 
have been urged against the system, or 
b v the degree of inquietude which has 
given birtn to them . Instead of under­ 
taking particular recommendations on 
this subject, iu which 1 could be guided 
by no lights derived from official oppor­ 
tunities, I shall again give way to my en­ 
tire confidence iu yonr discernment and 
pursuit of the public good ; for I assure 
myself that whilst you carefully avoid 
every alteration which might endanger 
the benefits of a united and effective 
government, or which ought to await 
the future lessons of experience; a 
revenue for the characteristic rights of 
free men and a regard for the public 
harmony, will sufficiently influence your 
deliberations on the queetiou, how far 
the former can be more impregnabl; 
fortified, or the latter be safely and ad 
vantageously promoted. 
“ To the preceding observations I have 
one to add, which will be moet properly 
addressed to the House of Representa 
tives. It concerns myself and will there­ 
fore be as brief as possible. W hen I was 
first honored with a call into the service 
of my country, then on the eve of an 
arduous struggle for its liberties, the light 
in which I contemplated my duty re­ 
quired that I should renounce every pri­ 
mary compensation. From this resolu­ 
tion I have in no instance departed. And 
being still under the impressions which 
produced it, I must decline as inapplica­ 
ble to myself any share in the personal 
emoluments which may be indispensably 
included in a perm anent provision for 
the executive departm ent, and must ac­ 
cordingly pray that the pecuniary esti­ 
mates for the station in which I am 
placed may, duriDg my continuance in 
it, be limited to such actual expenditures 
as the public good may be thought to re 
quire. 
“ Having thus imparted to yon my 
sentiments as they have been awakened 
by the occasion which brings us to­ 
gether, I shall take my present leave, 
but not without resorting once more to 
the Benign Parent of the hum an race in 
humble supplication, that since He has 
been pleased to favor the American people 
with opportunities for deliberating in 
perfect tranquility and dispositions for 
deciding with unparalleled unanimity on 
a form of government for the security of 
their union and the advancement of their 
happiness, so His divine blessing may be 
equally conspicuous in the enlarged 
views, the temperate consultations and 
the wise measures on which the success 
of this Government must depend.’ 
From this period dates the political 
history of the Republic. Before all was 
confusion and chaos, but now reigns an 
era of strength, and progress and of 
national permanency among the great 
powers of the world.

THE OUTFALL SEWER ORDINANCE 


The Ninth Street] Bridge Approaches. 
Bids for the Library F urni­ 
ture—The City Money. 


The City Council met yesterday morn­ 
ing, President Frankenfleld in the choir, 
and 
Messrs. Wirsching, Van Dusen, 
Brown, Hamilton, Shafer, Bonsall, Sum- 
m erlacd and McLain present. 
The City Auditor reported the condi­ 
tion of the various funds. Referred to the 
Finance Committee. 
The Chief of Police reported the col­ 
lection of licenses am ounting to $234.50. 
Referred to the Finance Committee. 
The bond of L. J . Thompson, Tax 
Collector, was read and approved. 
The City Attorney advised that an 
ordinance be passed vacating 
Negro 
Alley. 
The ordinance vacating the alley was 
then read and adopted. The City Clerk 
was instructed to certify to the passage 
of the ordinance at onoe, and send it to 
the Mayor. 
The City Attorney reported that the 
Board of Arbitrators on the First-street 
viadnct had awarded Mrs. Bigelow $4,000 
damages, and Mr. Schatte $1,500. 
Re* 
forrea to the Finance Committee. 
The ordinance providing for the for­ 
feiting of the Electric railroad franchise 
on Seventh street and the removal of the 
poles came op. 
Mr. Brown moved that th e ordinance 
be adopted. 
Mr. Bonsall thought that action should 
not be taken until the thirty days for­ 
merly given to the company to change 
the system had expired, which would be 
about one week. 
Colonel Howland said th a t arrange­ 
ments had been made to change the sys­ 
tem to the Thompson-Houston system, 
which w sb tho most perfect system in 
nse. 
He said th at in consideration of 
being allowed to place the poles on Sev­ 
enth btreet, his company would place 
lights at short distances and maintain 
them at its own expense. 
The m atter 
was laid over one woak. 
The report of the Board of Public 
Works, as published in the H e r a l d on 
Saturday last, was read and adopted. 
The City Engineer was instructed to 
establish the grade of Second street from 
Alvarado street to the city limits. 
An ordinance of intention to establish 
the grade of Fignerca street was read and 
adopted. 
The City Engineer reported that the 
protest against the grading of Eleventh 
street represented a majority of the 
frontage. The City Clerk was instructed 
to suspend operations. 
The City Engineer presented plans for 
grading Prospect Park, and a map show­ 
ing the lines of Arch street. Adopted 
and declared official. 
An ordinance establishing the grade of 
Teed street was read and adopted. 
The City Attorney presented the fol­ 
lowing report : 
1 herew ith Inclose an ordln&noe defining th e 
necessity of building a syttem of sewers, and 
wish to m ake the following suggestions as to 
th e procedure necessary before the contract 
cun be let. An act of the Legislature, approved 
M arch 10, 1889, provides aa follows: "That 
the Legislative branch of anv city m ay, by or­ 
dinance. determ ine th at th e public Interest de­ 
m anda the building of Bewers, the oost of 
w hich will be too great tQ be paid out ol the 
ordinary annual incom e of th e city, which 


after auch publication, they m ay call a special 
election, subm itting the question to th e voters 
of th e citv w hether bonds sh all be IsHued for 
th e building oi such sew ers. 
Before such 
special election la hold, plana an d estim ates of 
the coat of such Im provem ent m ost be made 
by 
a 
com petent 
engineer. 
Such 
bonds 
shall 
be 
serials, 
oue-tw entteth 
of

year, 
th e Interest oannot exceed Beven per cent, and 
said bouds cannot be sold for less th an tbelr 
face value. 
In th e foregoing I have given 
only the general requirem ents, om itting all 
■mall details. 
W hile I understand th e Coun­ 
cil h as adopted th e plan of an outfall sewer to 
th e sea, no definite route h as beeD selected, 
n eith er have any arrangem ents been m ade as 
to rights of way for an ocean front at the out­ 
fall. 
I would advise th at im m ediate steps be 
taken to locate th e exact Une of th e sewer; 
th at the rlgbt of way be procured and that a 
sufficient ocean front be obtained in order that 
we may not be subjected to prolonged litigation 
In reference to dam ages to ad |acen t property 
by reason of the em ptying of th e sewage Into 
the ocean. 
All of these questions should be 
settled Im m ediately, as tbe plans and estim ates 
giving all details will be required before the 
subm ission to th e vote of tb e people, which 
gj. - _

Tbe City Attorney suggested that the 
Sewer Committee be instructed to secure 
the rights-of-way. 
' 
On motion of Major Bonsall the matter 
was referred to the Sewer Committee 
and the City Engineer, to report as early 
as possible. 
The Finance Committee recommended 
th at no Police Matron be appointed. 
Adopted. 
The Finance Committee recommended 
th at the bid of the Los Angeles Savings 
Bank, for taking care of the city money, 
be rejected on the ground that the bye- 
laws of that bank were not such as would 
perm it the keeping of the city money 
there. Adopted. 
The Finance Committee recommended 
th a t Mrs. Bigelow be paid $4,000 and Mr. 
Schatte $1,500 lor damages resulting from 
the construction of the First-street via­ 
duct. Adopted. 
The Gaa Committee recommended that 
a new light be erected on Marguerita 
avenue, Eaet Los Angeles. Adopted. 
The Park Committee recommended 
th a t the City Engineer prepare plans for 
a 
boat house at W est 
Lake 
Park. 
Adopted. 
Also recommended th a t Ward street 
be opened. 
Referred to the Board of 
Public Works. 
The Fire Commission recommended 
th at the city lots in E ast Los Angeles be 
vacated. The Street Superintendent re­ 
ported that the lota had been vacated. 
The following bids were opened for 
making fixtures for the Public Library:

against the opening of Ward street; from 
Mr. Oliver et al., to establish the grade 
of Boston street; from H. Fleishm an, to 
use a part of the sidewalk for constructing 
a building; from P. Ballerino, for $2,000 
damages for the destruction of his dam 
and fish; from 
property owners on 
Ocean street to widen the sam e; from

King et 
al., aeking that exceptions be made to 
them in the City Cemetery ordinance; 
from O A. Duns moor et al, asking that 
the city connect with the proposed Ninth 
street extension, as provided for by the 
Supervisors; from property ownerB on 
Patton street, in reference to street grade; 
from property owners on Sunset avenue, 
to have same accepted. 
A bill from the State Board of Forestry 
for $800 for trees furnished the Park 
Commissioners, was referred to the Fi­ 
nance Committee, the Chairman of which 
said he thought the trees were to be free. 
Street Superintendent Morford reported 
that it would cost $8,000 to build tbe ap­ 
proaches to the Ninth-street bridge, and 
he recommended that the bridge be 
abandoned, as it wonld be useless to con­ 
struct the approaches unless the Utah 
Railroad Company build its levee. 
Mr. McLain said that the Bridge Com­ 
mittee had the matter in charge, and 
would attend to this affair in good time. 
The m atter was then dropped. 
The Council then adjourned.

A C e n tu ry of P ro ffreaa. 
The inauguration of the first President 
of the United States took place in New 
York jnet one hundred years ago to-day. 
From this date actually commences the 
real political existence of our country. 
The confederacy that was pitched up 
between the thirteen Colonies that had 
successfully emerged from the Rev­ 
olution 
was 
found 
to 
be 
im­ 
practicable. The 
States were 
net 
knit 
together 
by 
any 
binding 
or effective tie. Tbeir bond of cohesion 
was like a rope of sand, and it parted 
at the slightest shock. Congress had 
the power to emit paj»er money, but it 
could not control the resources needful 
to sustain the credit of its promises. It 
could make no commercial treaties that 
would be respected. 
Each 8tate levied 
its own duties on imports and exports, 
and even interfered with the com­ 
mercial 
intercourse of other 8tates. 
The pressing need of a general govern­ 
ment that should be able to preserve the 
liberties gained by the W ar of Independ­ 
ence, that could insure the execution of 
treaties and make the country respected 
abroad, that might have efficient control 
of interstate relations, represent the 
combined strength of the nation, and be 
able to foster all its interests, was every- 
whc re felt. The question of bow the Gov- 
eram eot was to be thus strongly and ef­ 
fectively organized was one that pre- 
aented great and preplexing difficulties; 
but the loose Confederacy was manifest­ 
ly afailnre, and must be supplanted by a 
stronger and more cohesive system at 
any cost. Fortunately the War of Inde­ 
penden! e bad brought out a class of great 
and patriotic statesmen, who were equal 
to the emergency. At no period in the 
history of any country had there appeared 
on the Etage of public affairs, a 
a elass of public men who could vie in 
ability, in devotion, in self-sacrifice, in 
pure patriotism with the magnificent 
galaxy of statesmen who directed the 
destinies of the new Republic at this 
critical juncture. Washington, Jeffereon, 
Madison, Monroe, the AAimees, Jay, 
Hamilton, Morris, Sherman, and scores 
of others, whose names are like 
beacon lights in our early history, ad­ 
dressed themselves to the 
emer­ 
gency. A convention was called to 
revise or amend the articles of confeder­ 
ation ; but it was soon found that an en­ 
tirely new departure would be the only 
step that would meet the needs of the 
conntry, and that a constitution giving 
the Federal 
government 
all 
the 
powers 
required 
to 
re-establish 
public 
credit, 
to 
make 
treaties 
with foreign countries that could be en­ 
forced, and to levy and maintain war as 
a nation, would alone avert chaos and 
restore uni’y and permanence to the 
States as a political power. There was no 
model to be fonnd in modern or dccient 
history that co uld even remotely serve 
as a guide for the convention. Switzer­ 
land was a loof e federation with on aris­ 
tocratic elem ent; the Netherlands had 
been ruled by a commercial aristocracy 
until the princely house of Orange had 
obtained royal powers; the Free Cities 
and Italian Republics of the Middle Ages 
had been governed by aristocracies and 
trade guilds; and none of the ancient 
Republics had any clear idea of constitu­ 
tional freedom. 
England furnished 
fundamental ideas of civil liberty; but 
embodied the Anglo-Saxon principle of 
equality among the citizens very im­ 
perfectly, and 
was 
really 
ruled 
by its highest and most prosper­ 
ous 
classes—too often 
rather 
their own interest than that of the 
whole people. No such half-realized 
liberties would Batisfy Americans. They 
must invent a government of the psople 
that could act with vigor and precision, 
and give effect to the aspirations and de­ 
velop the resources of a new and enter­ 
prising nation. 
How 
far 
these 
devcted and able men succeeded in 
their design, the history of 
the 
Republic under the constitution and 
system they devised has been attested 
by a century of growth and prosperity 
and her achieved gren'nees and national 
power under it. Under that Constitution 
was selected, for the first President of the 
Republic, G korqk W ashington, the fore­ 
most man of that or any other age. 
He 
was inducted into office just one hundred 
years 
ego 
to-day, 
with 
solemn 
and Impressive ceremonies. 
In that 
city where Congress m et and where 
he received the oath of office from the 
Chancellor of the State of New York, 
the centennial of his inauguration will 
be celebrated in a way com mensura'e 
w 'th the importance of the event and 
witn ine greatness of the country of which 
he, more than any other man, mav be 
considered to have been the fonndt r and 
father. It would be well if this epoch 
in our history should serve to j»oint the 
present generation back to the simple 
and patriotic ways of our fathers, and to 
the unselfish patriotism that prevailed 
amongst the great men who atcod at the 
cradle of the Republic. Tl ere are 
lessons in their history which can be 
studied with profit both by tde public 
and the private men of the present time. 


Delicacy A k a u t ■ «anaína W o « f » A 
C o r r e c tio n . 
In many quarters there is a growing 
unwillingness to inflict capital punish­ 
ment upon women. There is something 
decidedly illogical in this, but the great 
masculine heart is determined to yield to 
sentiment at all hazards. 
W here a 
woman unBexes herself and yields to 
brutal im-tincts, common sense would 
suggest that she ought to be treated pre­ 
cisely like a man under similar circum­ 
stances. As the things stands now, a 
woman can murder the male biped with 
perfect im punity, and the stronger sex 
will stand, hat in hand, almost apologizing 
for any inconvenience Bbe may suffer 
through an observance of the forms of 
the law. 
There is a struggle going i 
Pennsylvania just now to save Mrs. 
W hiteling from the gillows. 
The New 
York World, of the 20th instant says: 
A great effort is being made in Penn­ 
sylvania to prevent the execution of 
Mrs. Whiteling, the woman who poi­ 
soned her husband and two children. It 
is said that no woman has ever been 
hanged in the Keystone State, and senti- 
mentallists are putting forth strong exer- 
tious to save the life of Mrs. Whiteling. 
The Peace Society and other organiza­ 
tions are actively at work in her behalf. 
The Board of Pardons has refused to 
interfere in her favor, and the whole 
weight of the movement of her friends is 
thrown upon Governor Beaver. 
The World is mistaken in the state­ 
ment that no woman has ever been 
hanged in Pennsylvania. 
In 1869 or 
1870 the notorions Mrs. Grinder, who, 
after her conviction of a murder for 
which she had been arraigned, confessed 
to h&viDg poisoned twenty-one per 
sons, was hanged in the County Jail at 
Pittsburgh. Probably since the celebrated 
Lucre/.ia Borgia there has been no such 
a wholesale poisoner as Mrs. Grinder. 
She was not impelled to her murders by 
any feeling of enmity toward her vic­ 
tims. She simply liked to see people 
die. She told the story of one of her vic­ 
tims, who was a particularly strong and 
healthy farm hand, and quite handsome 
withal. His extreme vigor was being 
discussed, and she thought it would be 
nice to see him deid. She poisoned him 
and looked upon his dead body the next 
day. Strange to say great efforts were 
made to save the life of this inhuman 
monster. 
A curious thing about this wholesale 
murderess was that when she was exe­ 
cuted her hair was clipped short to admit 
of the easier adjustment of the noose. 
Her body wa=t procured by a Pittsburgh 
undertaker, who embalmed it and kept 
it for years in his cellar, where it was 
frequently inspected by the curious. In 
a short time a very luxurious growth of 
hair was noticed, and it kept on growing 
until it was several times the length of 
the corpse. 
W hy aa effort should be made to fave 
such moot tars from the penalty of their 
crimes puzzles normally constituted peo 
pie. W hen a woman Facrifices her sex 
aud imbrutes herself, she ought to lose,one 
would think, the interest which properly 
attaches the weak and helpless. The case 
of this W hiteling woman is made the 
more atrocious by the poisoning of her 
own offspring. Mawkish sentimentality 
attains a pretty pass when unnatural and 
infamous crimes create an active sym 
pathy. A poisoner, in especial, one 
would think, ought to be ruled out of all 
chance of exciting the interest of pecpli 
who have any pretension whatsoever to 
good sense.

Tbe Lenrtli of Two Famous Drinks 
Regarding the origin of “ cocktail,” the 
N. Y. Sun says that this drink was in­ 
vented by one Elizabeth Flanagan. She 
was the widow of an Irish soldier, who 
fell in the nervice of his country. She 
appears after bis death to have been 
6Utler, and in that capacity to have fal­ 
lowed a troop of Virginia horae, who, 
under command of Colonel Bnrr, took up 
quarters, in the winter of 1779, in a place 
called the “ Four Corners,” situated on 
the road between Tarrytown and White 
Plains, Wesrchoster couuty, N. Y. Here 
Elizabeth Flanagan set up a hotel, which 
was largely patronized by the officers of 
the French and American forces quart­ 
ered in the vicinity, and here it is that 
the drink known as the “ cocktail” was 
invented.—[San Francisco News-Letter. 
If Mrs. Bridget Flanagan invented the 
cocktail, many a convivial man is very 
much her debtor. “ Biddy” figures in 
Cooper’s novel, “ The Spy,” and a right 
buxom and good-hearted dame she was. 
Cooper, however, failed to catch on to 
the “cocktail” incident of her career. 
Her canteen was always doubtless full 
but the ingredients were not of the com­ 
posite character exacted in the decoction 
of the modern cocktail. To the robust 
“ Biddy,” absinthe was an unknown 
quantity, and even Angostura Bitters 
were 
not 
flippantly 
referred 
to 
in 
her 
hearing. 
The 
Sun 
giving 
Virginia the paternity of 
the cocktail, has narrowed down to 
very restricted geographical limits the 
origin of the two most distinctive drinks 
on the American continent, viz.: the 
cocktail and the mint julep. The haty 
itat of this last drink, which is spoken of 
so highly by Dickens in his American 
Notes, is decisively confined to the Mo- 
nongahelu—a river which meanders ooth 
in Pennsylvania and Virginia. A travel- 
stained man pulled up at a Pennsylvania 
resort, near the Virginia line, half hovel 
half tavern. Ho said he was dry and 
needed refreshment. In those days 
every man was his own distiller and rec 
tifier as well. It was right in the home 
of Jim Blaine's father, aifd the very cen­ 
ter of the rebellion of Tom the Tinker, 
in W ashington’s administration. The 
farmer produced the whisky, and the 
traveler went out and plucked some 
sprigs of m int; and, under the traveler's 
instructions, compounded 
the 
de 
coction,after the usual abracadabra m eth­ 
ods known to the simple alchemy of 
those 
days. 
The 
traveler 
par­ 
took 
of 
the 
delightful 
draught 
and partook again, and still again, and 
went hia way rejoicing. Some years 
afterwards, this same insidious Virginia 
traveler wended his way again by the 
banka of the Monongahela, and expected 
to be welcomed, as of yore, by his boon 
companion.

tion and progress. We understand that 
the plans are out for two very 
large structures opposite the Plaza, 
and that improvements will be under 
taken immediately that will greatly em ­ 
bellish that part of the city arcliitectur 
ally. It would be a shame to give over 
the vicinity of the Plaza permanently to 
the Chinese element, and no effort 
should be left untried to remove the m on­ 
gols to some remote quarter. The oponing 
of Los Angeles street is the result of fifteen 
years of effort in the Council and the 
courts, and it is to ba hoped that we 
have at last come to the end of this long 
and trying litigation.

E lizabeth, N. J., April 29.—Shortly 
aftar leaving W ashington, the Presi­ 
dential train became the abode of slum­ 
ber. The first stop of importance was ut 
West Philadelphia, just as the first 
streaks of dawn were visible. Here, 
PoatmaBter-General W anamaker and his 
secretary came aboard. 
While the train halted at Trenton, 
the private car of General Sewell, carry­ 
ing the officials and party of that State 
and guests, was attached. Among the 
party were Governor Green, General 
Sewell, members of the New Jersey Cen­ 
tennial Committee and the Legislative 
Committee. 
Tho train drew up at 
Elizabeth at 6 o’clock in the midet of a 
large concourse of people. 
Governor Green’s hones and grounds 
were elaborately decorated, and the 
streets in the vicinity were packed with 
psople who greeted the Presidential 
party with storms of cheers. 
A NOTAFLE BREAKFAST PARTY. 
At the breakfast were the President 
and Mrs. Harrison, Governor and Mrs. 
Green, Chief Justice and Mrs. Fuller, 
Governor and Mrs. Beaver, of Pennsyl­ 
vania, Governor and Mrs. Lee, of Vir­ 
ginia, Justice and Mrs. Bradley, Justice 
and Mrs. Blatchford, Justice and Mrs. 
Field, Mr. and Mrs. McKee and Mr. 
Mrs. Russell Harrison. 
After breakfast a reception of promi­ 
nent citizens was held, and in the mean­ 
time a procession of State and city offi­ 
cials, militia, G. A. R. and other civil 
societies was forming. The President and 
party, after reviewing a portion of the 
procession, entered their carriages, and 
together with the procession, moved as 
near as they coaid over the route followed 
by Washington a century ago, passing 
the Boudinott house, which was appro­ 
priately decorated. 
EMBARKATION OF THE PARTY. 
The Presidential party was reunited at 
the Ale\on boat-house on tho Kill-von- 
Kill, where a ten-oared gig from the 
Despatch was in waiting to take the 
Prosident aboard. Owing to low water 
the Despatch has been forced to anchor 
at some distance. The Presidont walked 
to the boat, followed by Vice-President 
Morton and Captain El ben. They took 
their seats in the gig, auiid the cheers of 
the Resembled crowds, shrieks of steam 
whistles and ringing of belle. The gig 
then put off, and the measured strokes 
of the sailors soon brought them along­ 
side the Despatch. 
Then followed the embarkation of the 
rest of the party in tenders. Senators 
Evaite and HUcock, Chief Justice Ful­ 
ler, 
Pos'mister-General W anamaker 
Secretaries Windom and Rusk rejoined 
the President on board the Despatch. 
The rest of the party, including Mrs. 
Harrison and Mrs. McKee, went on 
board the Sirius» At 11:10 both vessels 
weighed their anchors und steamed up 
the bay. 
ARRIVAL AT NEW YORK. 
N ew Y ork, April 29.—It was about 
11:15 when the stait of the Despatch ou 
the trip up the Kills was announced by 
guns irom the Richmond, and it was 
after 12 o’clock when she came in sight 
in the upper bay. 
For several minutes the roar of cannon 
as she passed several mea-of-war, was 
almost deafeniug. 
Each of these, t o­ 
gether with the forte in the harbor, fired 
a national salute. Soon there was a per­ 
fect roar of cannon and clouds of smoke 
hung over the bay like a bank of sea-fog. 
Belches of fire flashed through the smoke 
like st reaks of light sing,giving the scene 
a lurid glare. 
The scene was stirring. 
Faintly, above the roar of cannon, could 
be heard the shrill pipe of boat *wain 
whistles on the revenue cutters, yachts 
and men-of-war. 
In a trice Fturdy tare 
manned the yards and croBS-trees, with 
heads uncovered, and gave hearty Amer­ 
ican cheers as the Despatch Ft earned 
slowly by. 
The officers Flood with un­ 
covered heads. 
As the Eteamer came 
opposite the flagship of the differeut 
squadrons, the latter, one on e?ch side, 
steamed out and accompanied the war­ 
ship the length of the squadron. 
Ttie 
colors were dipped, and, as the Despatch 
came opposite the Chicago, the entire 
fleet of over 4,000 steamers blew their 
whittles. 
She passed the battery at 12:20. On 
her arrival opposite Wall Ftreet, a ferry 
barge manned by a crew of shipmasters 
from the Marine Society, uniformed in 
black frock coat?, striped trousers and 
silk hats, such as were worn by the 
society on the occasion of W ashington’s 
inauguration, went out to the vessel and 
conducted her to the dock. 
A PRESIDENTIAL SALUTE. 
As the Presideut stepped out of the 
boat, a Presidential salute of twenty-one 
guns was again given. The President 
was received by Governor Hill, Mayor 
Grant, Hamilton Fish and William 
Hamilton. 
After landing, a procession was at once 
formed, the President and Governor Hill 
and Mayor Grant being driven in a 
landau aud accompanied by continuous 
cheers. 
A HISTORICAL FLAG. 
The old banner of the Marine Society, 
which was borne before Washington on 
April 29, 1789, was to-day carried before 
the President’s carriage up Wall street. 
The escort to the President was as fol­ 
lows: Batteries A, 0, and L, United 
States Artillery, Veterans’ corps, Seventh 
regiment, delegation of Society of Cin­ 
cinnati, delegation of Son3 of the Revo­ 
lution, delegation oí G. A. R., com­ 
manders and members of the military, 
and the Order of Loyal Legion. 
At a little before 2 o’clock, a carriage 
containing the President, Governor Hill, 
Mayor Grant and Hamilton Fish, drew 
up before the door of the Equitable 
building. Chairman Hamilton, of the 
Committee on States, received all thoee 
in carriages, while the chimes in old 
Trinity played the Doxology, the bands 
in the street quickly catching up the 
strain. By 2 o’clock all had reached the 
banquet hall. 
Ex-President Cleveland was not pres­ 
ent, and his seat beside ex-Prerident 
Iiayes was filled by Chauncey M. De­ 
pew. 
TH E BANQUET IN THE EQUITABLE BUILDING, 
In proposing the first toast of the day, 
William G. Hamilton. Chairman of the 
Committee on States, spoke as follows: 
“ Mr. President—As chairman of the 
Committee on States, I have the honor 
to present to you in tfie name of the Gen­ 
eral Committee of the Centennial Cele- 


bration of the inauguration of George 
Washington as first President of the 
United ¡States, a souvenir of this auspi­ 
cious occasion, wo have gathered with 
us the most honored representative citi­ 
zens from the various pursuits in life 
which have made tide nation what it is 
at the present mon_dnt. Religion, law, 
science, art and commerce, all striving 
to do honor to the name of Washington. 
So beloved is he by all Americans that 
we call him Father; so deified and sanct­ 
ified in our hearts that but one other 
birthday is sacred to ue. Mr. President, 
that your administration may be so 
wisely ordered, that you may he known 
as one equally honored by all Americans, 
is the wish of this united nation. Gen­ 
tlemen, you will please fill your glasses 
and drink to the memory of George 
Washington, the Father of his Country.” 
THE INAUGURATION SOUVENIR. 
The souvenir consisted of six beauti­ 
fully engraved cards, tiad with yellow 
aud blue ribbons. On the fir at one wm 
an embossed pictnre of W ashington. On 
the second is an engraving showing his 
landing in New York in 1789. On the 
third is a picture of St. Paul’s Chapel in 
1789, portraits of Bishop Provost. Chan­ 
cellor Livingston aud various members 
of the Legislature. The fourth page has 
an engraving of the Federal llall and 
statistics of the period. The fifth page 
has portraits of Harrison, Governors Clin­ 
ton and Hill. Mayor Duane and Mayor 
Grant. The sixth page hears an engrav­ 
ing of the Equitable building and W ash­ 
ington’s house in Cherry street, as well 
as the menu of the luncheon. 
President Harrison was introduced to 
the guests at the banquet table by Ham ­ 
ilton Fish. President Harrison merely 
bowed in recognition of Fish’n remarks 
and this ended the fot m il reception, the 
guests almost immediately taking their 
departure. 
Tho reception and lunch nt the E quit­ 
able building was scheduled to end at 
3:10 p . m . 
Another minute after that 
time, to the air of “ Hail to the Chief,” 
by Cappa’s band, President Harrison 
emerged from the massive granite por­ 
tals and again entered the carriage for 
the journey to the City Hall. 
Vice­ 
President Morton and El bridge T. Gerry 
followed in the next vehicle. The order 
of procession and gu srl of honor were 
substantially the same as that which 
marked the march from the foot of Wall 
street. As the various organizations ar­ 
rived at the City Hall they drew up in 
line before it. 
A FLOWER-STREWN APPROACH. 
From the foot of the marble f-tairs lead 
ing up to the municipal building, and 
Ftret ’hing away into the rotunda, was a 
double line of white-clad Public School 
and Normal College girls, each with a 
basket of flowers from which they 
strewed the pith of the distinguished 
men. There were fully two hundred 
scholars, among them being two colored 
girls. 
Arrived st tho top of the stairs, Presi­ 
dent Harrison was tendered an address 
of welcome, delivered by Miss Anna A. 
Abrahams, at the conclusion of which, 
ho was given a monster bouquet of La 
France roses. 
IN THE CITY HALL. 
President llarrison, arm in arm with 
Mayor Grant aud Governor Hill, and ac­ 
companied by Vice-President Morton 
and the Committee, then entered the 
City Hall. The distinguished party 
were escorted to the Governor’s room, 
where the President began receiving the 
visitors. 
He stood on a slightly raised 
platform which was backed with a brasi 
railing, in tho rear of which was the 
President’s chair. Beside tlxia 
was 
Washington’s writing desk. President 
Harrison took his position on the right 
hand side, with Vice-President Morton, 
Governor Hill and Mayor Grant beside 
him to the left, in the order named. The 
throng of people were at once admitted 
and came, in a steadily moving body, for 
nearly an hour. The throng was largely 
made up of strangers in this city, a fact 
which was too apparent in many in­ 
stances. The sexes were about equally 
represented, and the number of children, 
whose proud pirents pointed out to them 
the succeesor of George Washington,was 
difficult to count. One of the visitors was 
a District Telegraph boy,who bore a mes­ 
sage for the President. He managed to 
read it without interfering with the re­ 
ception. It was os follows: 
“ C hicago, April 29. 
“ Seventy-five thousand people of Illi 
nois, in mass meeriug, will expect Home 
sentiment from the President oí tbe 
United States to-morrow. Please tele 
graph us to-day. 
[Signed] “ C kniennial Committee.” 
At 5 minutes before o o’clock. The 
President returned to his carriage, and 
with the Vice-President and Governor 
Hill wa3 driven to Mr. Morton’s resi 
dence, where he and Mrs. Harrison will 
be guests during their stay. 
THE BILL IV THE EVEWlftU. 
A H rene off lin p n r a lle ln d S p le n d o r 
m id L a y c if . 
N ew Y ork, April 21.—In the minds of 
many of thoee who are thronging New 
York in the daya of the celebration, the 
greatest feature of all is the grand cen­ 
tennial ball, which took place at the 
Metropolitan Opera House to-night. All 
that money coaid do to carry out the im­ 
menee scheme that was to give a night 
of pleasure to six thousand people was 
done, and the result attained was satis­ 
factory. 
Carriages began to roll up to the 
Broadway entrance soon after 8 o’clock. 
The outer walls of the auditorinm aud 
the sides of the doable staircases formed 
three sides of a garden, and trellised 
vineB and flowermg shrubs added to the 
natural effect, while real fruit trees, set 
about in an artistic manner, challenged 
one to dispute the fact that one had jutt 
come in from oat doors. 
There were 
apple trees in blossom and pear trees in 
bad. 
PEACHES AND CHERRIES. 
Peach trees, with Ftrong suggesti venene 
of fruitfulness, and cherry treje, with 
every evidence present of their having 
grown in W ashington’s garden except 
that the hatchet sticking in their base 
was wanting. 
Tae rural decorations included quinces 
and prunes, and grapes even, while lilacs 
and eimlax climbed the balustrades, and 
made up a continuous panorama of floral 
verdure wherever you might choose to 
go. 
. 
I q safe corners of the corridors stood 
still rarer plants, and on each Htair land­ 
ing was a m iniature grove of beauty. 
NOT QUITE SO NATURAL. 
Around on the Thirty-Ninth street 
side there was another garden, but more 
artificial in appearance than that at the 
Broadway entrance. The immediate en­ 
trances to the great dancing floor were 
kept clear for obvious reasons, but what 
a sight met the eye w’hen once within ! 
There is no word that better describes 
the first sensation one experienced ou 
entering the vast auditorium to-night, 
than to say that it was dazzling. 
THE FLORAL DECORATIONS. 
From the center of the dome, long 
streamers radiated to the sidewalks, ana 
all around the tiers of boxes and 
balconies as well, there was a wealth of 
decoration suoh as baa never before been 


attempted in New York. Little knots of 
colors and picturesque trimmings of red, 
white and blue were so arranged that 
the 
advent 
of 
pretty 
costumes 
not only enhanced the general effect, 
hut the costumes themselves benefited 
thereby. The fronts of the lower tiers of 
boxes were draped with red plush as a 
background to the costumes of those 
dancing,and were festooned with wreaths 
and flowers, while great piles of flowers 
were on the front rails of most of 
tho 
boxes. 
On the stage aroeo 
hugh 
architectural 
mass 
of 
Howers and plants. Their disposition 
was so artistic as to command admira­ 
tion that grew as it was 6tndied more 
closely. This structure rose apparently 
to half the height of the pro.scenium 
arch. The base occupied several yards of 
the dancing floor, b u t the loss of space 
was atoned for in the fain to the spec­ 
tacle. It arose in several- terraces of 
different colored flowers. 
THE PRESIDENTIAL VANTAGE POINT. 
The Presidential box waa the center 
one of a double tier erected at the back 
of the stage. The front was almost cov­ 
ered with palms, with a large American 
eagle in the center, surmounted by the 
words, “ Washington, 1879 and 1889,” 
in colored electric lights. Too whole front 
of both tiers was curtained with silk 
flags and decorated with groups of stand­ 
ards and great masses of floweis. 
The box parties began lo como in long 
liefore the Mayor had arrived, and by 
the time the word went round that the 
Presidential party was coming there 
were few vacancies. 
THE VERY FIRST FAMILIES. 
Among the families represented iathis 
great concourse of expectant people were 
those of W illiam Astor, Ogden Goelet, 
William J. Hamilton, Chauncey M. De- 
tew , Eldridee T. Gerry, Stuyvesant Fish, 
Robert C. W inthrop, Abram T. Hewitt, 
Hamilton Fish, Clareoce A. Seward, 
Henry Clews, William M. Astor, Levi 
P. Morton, Stephen B. Elkins and Paran 
Stevens.

Ward McAllister was conspicuously 
absent during the earlier part of the 
night, hat was seen in his box when the 
dancing began. 
The two orchestras were in position. 
Each comer was handed a dancing order 
at the entrance, having twenty-four num­ 
bers.T ae supper room is one of great 
proportions. Beginning at tho Broadway 
end of the temporary structure erected 
in Thirty-ninth street, it runs all the 
way through to Seventh avenue and up 
to Fortieth street, formiug two sides of a 
triangle. It makes a supper room 45 feet 
wide and 475 feet long, with .accomoda­ 
tions for 6.000 people at one time. The 
rides of this structure are lined with 
chee6e-colored bunting, and are as beauti­ 
fully decorated as any other part of the 
Opera House. 
A PROFUSION OF FLOWERS. 
Hundreds of boskets of blossoms were 
made use of, and ouly one kind of flower 
was allowed in each basket.

THE SAMOAN CONFEREES. 


Mystery Will Shroud a Part 
of Their Work. 


STILL SOME OF IT LEAKS OUT. 


A m erica W ill In sist on th e A utonom y 
o f K ing M etaafa and His 
D usky Subjects.

B e r l i n , April 29.—The conference of 
the representatives of the United States, 
Germany and England, to consider the 
Samoan affairs, opaned to-day in the 
Congress hall of Prinoe Bismarck’s resi­ 
dence. 
The session lasted an hour and 
fifteen minutes. On proposal of Count 
H erbert Bismarck it was decided that 
the strictest secrecy should govern the 
deliberations of the conference. 
Dr. Arendt and Mr. Beauclerk, an 
Englishman, have been appointed secre­ 
taries to the Samoan confrrence. Count 
Herbert Bismarck, at the session to-day, 
disavowed, on behalf of Germany, any 
idea of aggrandizement inconsistent with 
existing treaties. Count H erbert spoke 
in French, Sir Edward Malet and Mr. 
Kasaon followed in a similar strain. 
Kaeson hinted that the Uniied States 
Government hoped that the question 
would be settled on such a basis as 
would preserve the autonomy of the 
Samoan Islands. 
On Kaeson’s proposal, it was agreed to 
hold the discussion in English. 
Count Herbert Bismarck lias invited 
all the members of the conference to dine 
with him on Friday next. The Emperor 
William received a personal report of the 
sitting. At the next meeting he will re­ 
ceive the report of the sub-committee. 
All the delegates appeared to be satis­ 
fied with the proceedings thus far. It is 
understood that the sub-committee of 
the conference will undertake the settle­ 
ment of the details of the controversy. 
In his speech of welcome to the Com- 
miesioaers to the Samoan Conference, 
Herbert Bismarck conveyed the cordial 
good will of the Kaiser, aud said that he 
especially desired an amicable settle­ 
ment of the question. 
Germany cher­ 
ished no selfish or secretechemes of an ­ 
nexation or aggrandizement in the Pa­ 
cific, especially in the Samoan Islands. 
He was not disposed to take any advan­ 
tage of, or to make any opposition to,ex­ 
isting treaties, but intended to remain 
faithful to their terms. 
Kaeson replying for the American 
members, said that his country hoped 
that the pending question would be set­ 
tled upon the basis of non-interference 
aud the preservation of tho autonomy of 
the Samoan 
group. 
The Conference 
then appointed committees to deal wirh 
all the details of the subject and ad­ 
journed to await the reports of those 
committees.
